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ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


As we all know, most of Epsom’s roads need some kind of 
maintenance. Epsom has spent money every year for mainte- 
nance, but it appears that each year the roads fall into a greater 
state of disrepair. 


Throughout the past year, the highway department organized - 
programs of construction highway maintenance, both summer 
and winter. 


The summer program has two basic parts: 


1. Efficient, proven methods and procedures to be followed 
when doing maintenance or repairs. For example, ditching of 
tar roads before the application of tar. This process removes 
sod and built up dirt which has narrowed many of Epsom’s roads 
by as much as two feet. The entire road surface may now be seal- 
ed instead of just the center. 


2. Priorities where money should be spent, based on as 
follows: amount of traffic per day, type of surface (gravel or 
tar), type of problem, cost of maintenance or repairs, citizens’ 
input, reeommendation of selectmen. 


The winter program also has two basic parts: 


1. Efficient and correct use of equipment. Instead of using 
all small equipment or all large equipment, a combination of 
both. 


2. Follow up each storm with sand or salt, as conditions re- 
quire. From November, 1978 through January, 1979, the high- 
way department put over 1800 yards of sand on Epsom’s roads. 
Researching town records, that is more than twice as much sand 
ever put out in one year. 


In this day and age of excessive paperwork, I believe in 
keeping it down as much as possible. Some is necessary: This 
year, the highway department started an inventory to be kept up- 
to-date and a copy to be held by the selectmen. Equipment costs 
money and it is to Epsom’s best interest to know what they own.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


The Epsom Public Library offered a wide range of activ- 
ities for the community in 1978: story hours, film programs, 
craft classes, craft demonstrations, Historical association display 
of old photos, and monthly exhibits by local artists and crafts- 
men.

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EPSOM POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year, this department has experienced a signif- 
icant increase in activity and services rendered. The department 
received 1683 telephone calls. The department has investigated 
73 criminal cases and assisted other departments in several cases. 
These criminal cases were primarily burglary and theft. In addi- 
tion, 32 motor vehicle accidents were covered. In responding to 
the calls and the other related police activities, department 
personnel worked a total of 1,639 hours. The cruiser was driven 
approximately 11,000 miles during the year.

As of the end of 1978, the department had available seven of- 
ficers and three dispatchers. Among the seven officers, several 
are available during some daytime hours. Between the three 
dispatchers, the phone and radio systems were covered nearly 
24 hours per day. Dispatch centers are located at the Police 
Station and in two private residences. 


In view of the increased burglary and theft activity, the de- 
partment is planning and will shortly initiate several programs 
to attempt to reduce this criminal activity. The department 
will also participate in a number of area programs designed for 
mutual assistance and the sharing of police information. Addi- 
tional effort will be made toward juvenile problems. 


The department has initiated an Auxiliary Program. One of 
several benefits of the Auxiliary Program is the additional hours 
of police coverage available with a very small increase in cost.

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REPORT OF EPSOM FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR 1978 


The Epsom Fire Department enjoyed a year of accom- 
plishment and service in 1978, as arecord 240 official calls were 
answered, ranging from arcing power lines to major structure 
fires. The Department was awarded the highest rating possible 
for a fire department without full time personnel, which was 
reported in Boston and local newspapers. The Epsom Rescue 
Squad was elected Citizen of the Year, the first time in the 
history of the award that an organization rather than an individ- 
ual had been so honored. 


In spite of the great number of emergencies, only one was 
an in-town structure fire (which was limited to one room by di- 
rect interior attack). This record is a credit to the awareness of 
Epsom citizens of fire prevention methods, and to the extensive 
use of smoke or heat detectors. Fire Prevention classes will be 
held in the Central School in 1979; possibly a wood stove clinic 
will also be held during the year. An increase in the number and 
severity of chimney fires in 1978 indicates the need for residents 
to have their flues and chimneys cleaned and inspected regularly. 
The Fire Department will also, upon request, inspect wood stove 
installations. Residents are reminded that, both for purposes 
of safety and more efficient heating, dry hardwood is preferable 
as fuel to green or soft wood. 


The men and officers of the Department also have and will 
contribute to limiting the development of fires through quick 
response (typically six minutes from alarm to units on the scene 
in 1978). Residents are reminded that all types of emergency 
aid are available through one telephone number: 225-3355. 
A careful statement to the dispatcher of your name, location, 
telephone number and nature of the problem will enable him to 
dispatch fire, rescue, and ambulance units immediately. 


In August of 1978, the Insurance Services Office of N.H. 
reclassified the Epsom Fire Department from a rating of 7f to 5b 
in fire protection. This maximum grade resulted from intensive 
efforts on the part of both the town and department to achieve 
training, organizational, and equipment objectives over the past 
two years. Training and equipment for each man, radio dispatch, 
mutual aid membership, two rated pumpers, regular equipment 
testing, a certified training officer, and formal bylaws constituted 
the bulk of points required for improved classification. 
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The EFD Auxiliary worked hard throughout the year on 
such projects as the Holly Fair, a dance at the Pavillion, Old 
Home Day breakfast, a mouth-to-mouth resuscitation course 
taught by Colleen Rutherford, and fund-raising projects, as well 
as being prepared to serve refreshments to firemen in case of 
major fires. The Auxiliary needs new members, who do not have 
to be the wife or mother of a fireman in order to become a 
member. 


The firemen took part in over thirty drills, including simu- 
lated fires at the Central School and Russell Yeaton Farm. Many 
attended seminars at Lily Pond and Meadowwood Training 
Grounds; officers attended a special officer training course in 
Bow. The Department contributed to Old Home Day with units 
in the parade, breakfast, and demonstrations of major fire attack 
procedure, the use of small extinguishers, and the Jaws of Life. 


New equipment placed in service in 1978 included minia- 
ture portable radio receivers (Minitors) for all firemen and 
EMT’s. In December, 56K1 was also placed in service. This 1970 
Mack Diesel is equipped with a 1000 gpm pump and a 1500 gal- 
lon tank, and completes the updating of the Department’s arsenal 
of firefighting equipment. Plans are underwayt to build a training 
ground in town including a ladder tower, smoke house, oil fire 
pit, and hydrant water source. This facility would be supported 
and shared with Northwood and Chichester, as well as Epsom. 


Mutual Aid calls represent a significant percentage of re- 
sponses each year. Mutual Aid Compact plans call for the cooper- 
ation of all towns in drills, communication, organization, and 
disaster response, as well as major fire and medical emergencies. 
Few towns have the resources to quickly control a working fire 
in a large structure. The tactical and water supply problems 
encountered, for example, in a barn fire in New Rye during the 
winter would result in Epsom being able to do little more than 
protect exposed structures, carry out search and rescue oper- 
ations, and slow down such a fire. Only an influx of manpower, 
pumpers, and tankers from other towns would enable us to com- 
bat the major blaze. 


The Rescue Squad answered over 100 calls for medical 
aid and accidents, conducted monthly blood pressure clinics, 
supported the firemen at all fires, answered Mutual Aid calls 
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for the Jaws of Life and air cascade system, and made many per- 
sonal responses and demonstrations. An EMT course is being held 
through the Winter at the station, and a refresher course for 
registered EMT’s will be held later in the year. 


Although the Department must be vigilant in the future 
to maintain present standards, much of that which I hoped to 
accomplish has been done. The improvement of fire protection 
to the highest possible rating, the success and recognition of the 
Rescue Squad, and the full support of the Auxiliary are successes 
for which I have long hoped. I am proud to be the chief of a de- 
partment which enjoys the dedication of so many men and wo- 
men, as well as the support of the town.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the 
State of New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has 
created a forest fire prevention and suppression program that is 
recognized as superior throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the 
state and local community governments have worked together to 
prevent and combat forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester 
to work with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this 
effort. State funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest 
fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, 
within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. State 
funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand tools to 
suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest 
fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, is permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit 
from your local Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without 
a permit when one is required is a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

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EPSOM RESCUE SQUAD 


The Epsom Rescue Squad was informally started in the 
Fall of 1976 after fourteen women and firemen finished a course 
in cardio-pulmonary resuscitation and the use of a Robertshaw 
Resuscitator, a device for administering oxygen which had been 
donated to the Fire Department that summer. The Department 
answered six medical emergencies that year, traveling to the 
scene in a fire truck equipped only with blankets, a first aid kit, 
and the Robertshaw. In the first week of December, 1976, 
Chief Lee Cushing was advised that a local citizen would make 
funds available to fulfill what had been only a dream — to equip 
and train a rescue squad and provide a rescue vehicle. 


The Squad was thereafter organized as a volunteer unit 
within the Fire Department to provide medical aid in the first 
crucial minutes of an accident or sudden illness, to supplement 
the Barnstead Ambulance Service, and to stand by at fire emer- 
gencies in case of injury to firemen or civilians. The rescue vehi- 
cle, a one ton Chevrolet truck designated as 56X1, was placed 
in service in April of 1977. It was equipped with four-wheel 
drive, a power winch, rescue tools and medical supplies and, 
sixteen residents finished an EMT course and Officially organized 
the Rescue Squad with elected officers, shift coverage and bylaws, 
which made the Squad responsible to the Chief, required that all 
members become nationally registered Emergency Medical 
Technicians within a year of joining, and limited the candidates 
for Squad captain to those who are both a fireman and an EMT. 
The course covered the care of respiratory and cardiac arrest, 
bleeding, wounds, shock, fractures and sprains, overdose, burns, 
childbirth, and other problems. 


The Squad has since worked closely with firemen, other 
squads and ambulance crews, and snowmobile clubs to prepare 
for contingent disasters under all conditions of weather, 
geography, and trauma. Demonstrations have been provided for 
school and private organizations. Monthly blood pressure clinics 
have been conducted since August of 1977. Regular trainings, 
seminars, and refresher courses have been conducted to maintain 
skills and professional standing. Eighty-five calls in 1977 and 105 
calls in 1978 were answered for emergency medical aid, ranging 
from minor illness to violent death. 
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The typical EMT is prepared to respond at any time to 
any location to provide care and comfort to any sick or injured 
person. The rewards for this service are intangible and include 
feelings of satisfaction and accomplishment, as well as the grate- 
ful glance of a worried parent and the regard of fellow citizens 
such as that represented by the Citizen of the Year Award. 


The men and women of the Epsom Rescue Squad would 
like to express their gratitude to the citizens of Epsom and to 
the men and officers of the Epsom Fire Department for their 
support and encouragement, and will continue to do their best 
to provide quick, careful, and proficient medical aid to those 
in need.

1978 EPSOM CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Commission, as well as the Commission of North- 
wood, cooperated with the State Water Supply Division in it’s 
evaluation of the contamination episode at Northwood Lake. 


Three of it’s members, as well as one from the planning 
board, attended the N. H. Forest Protection Seminars sponsored 
weekly at Derry, N. H. 


In compliance with State Conservation guidelines, the 
local Commission feels that it should be notified in advance of 
all dredge and fill operations approved by the State in the town 
in order to evaluate such operations from an ecological stand- 
point, as the Commission is empowered to render decisions in 
regard to these grants. 


One 1979 priority is to engage in a survey of Town wet- 
lands, plotting these and outlining characteristic habitats (plants 
etc.) 


The Commission is also urgently requesting additions to 
it’s membership to enlarge the group and to fill vacancies re- 
sulting from the expiration of term membership. Chairman 
Clayton Heath retired in the Spring of 1978 and the replacement 
member, Stephen Bellantone, became chairman for the balance 
of this year. Bellantone is no longer a town resident and the 
commission is seeking additional membership.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The ‘‘Flood Damage Prevention’’ ordinance was voted on 
and passed at a special Town Meeting held on July 1, 1978. It 
is now a part of Epsom’s Zoning Ordinance. 


Authority was granted by the voters at last March’s Town 
Meeting for the Planning Board to prepare ““Non-Residential Site 
Plan Review Regulations’’ in accordance with the provisions of 
R.S.A. Chapter 36: 19a. Hearings were held by the Board during 
the month of February, 1979, and upon adoption of its pro- 
visions will become a part of Epsom’s Subdivisions Rules and 
Regulations. 


The Board held hearings during January and February, 
1979, on the Town Road Map. Many problem areas were pointed 
out and discussed by a lively group of interested town citizens. A 
little more work and research is needed before it is ready to be 
adopted as the ‘Official Town Road Map Plan’’ of Epsom and 
before it becomes a part of the Town Master Plan. 


Phase I of the Land Capability Maps are nearing com- 
pletion. Wetlands, steep slopes, and water shed maps are in their 
final stages. Some time was expended in getting satisfactory maps 
blown up to specified scale. The Central New Hampshire Region- 
al Planning will re-draw all maps and plans in a professional man- 
ner sometime in the near future.. Their aid in this endeavor is in- 
calculable. 


The Epsom Subdivision Rules and Regulations are in the 
process of being revised and up-dated. The purpose of the revi- 
sions in a logical sequence, strengthen weak points, clarify the in- 
tention and meanings of certain sections and to improve the new 
road requirements. This should be ready for hearings sometime 
after the March Town Meeting. 


A major subdivision presented by Epsom Associates, off 
Goboro Road, was not approved by the Board as it was found to 
be premature and the land was not suitable for the number of 
proposed homes. This case is now pending in the courts for ac- 
tion. 
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The Planning Board held regular subdivision hearings the 
first Tuesday of every month with the following decisions: 


1 Proposed major subdivision 
Epsom Associates - 53 lots (Not settled) 


15 Minor subdivisions - approved 
2 Minor subdivisions - referred to Board of. Adjustment 


9 Others - to increase lot sizes and/or Boundary line 
locations. 


A total of 24 new house lots were created.

A COURT DECISION NOTE: 


On Thursday, November 16, 1978, the Supreme Court of 
New Hampshire handed down a decision in the case of Beck v. 
Town of Raymond, that had substantial impact on many towns 
in NewHampshire, including the Town of Epsom. The essence 
of the decision was that a town may not regulate growth or 
changes in land use by the exercise of the police power delegated 
to a municipality pursuant to R.S.A. 31:39. The authority to 
enact land use regulations is embodied in the power to zone un- 
der R.S.A. 31:60. This decision, therefore, struck down Article 
18 of the 1977 Town Report, that restricted the development of 
major subdivisions and apartment buildings, as unenforceable. 


Stated an another way, articles submitted by petition, for 
the Town Warrant, with the intention or regulating growth or 
changes in land use is illegal. Such changes must go through the 
proper zoning procedures pursuant to R.S.A. 31:60 and shall be 
made in accordance with a comprehensive plan of the town. 


It then became apparent that a similar article for the 1978 
Town Report (by petition) that would affect a zoning change 
would be non-binding. Because of the late court decision, not 
enough time was available to conduct necessary hearings to 
include an amendment to the Zoning Regulations in this year’s 
Town Warrant.

The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., 
continued to service Epsom for the third year. They have provid- 
ed skilled nursing care for anyone sick in the home, especially 
those needing continuity of care after discharge from the hos- 
pital. They are available to give hypodermic injections, change 
surgical dressing, and do other treatments prescribed by the 
attending physician. When indicated, family members have 
been instructed to give care between the nurse’s visits. 


Special services; such as, physical therapy, speech therapy, 
occupational therapy, and nutritional guidance have been given 
by the special staff and consultants in order to assist with the 
rehabilitation of an acute or chronic illness. 


When family members are unable to supply all the needed 
care, a staff of homemaker-home health aides are available to give 
physical care, do light housekeeping, and assist with meal plan- 
ning and meal preparation. 


The nurses are delighted to advise new and expectant 
mothers in the care of themselves and their babies. They are also 
glad to work with families and individuals on normal nutrition, 
sickness, and accident prevention. 


Anyone in Epsom may request these services — doctor, 
family, pastor, friend, or the patient himself. Patients are also 
referred by clinics and other agencies. All calls are answered, 
but continuing care can be provided only under a doctor’s 
orders. 
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A call to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, 
Inc., (224-4093) between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. is all 
that is necessary to start services or make inquiries. Saturday, 
Sunday, and Holiday calls are only made when there is serious 
illness. Fees may be scaled to those unable to pay the entire 
amount.

Gentlemen: 


It is again time for municipalities to begin the task of developing 
their budgets for the coming year. As in previous years the Cen- 
tral New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission now also 
reviews its projected needs for the future and submits its request 
for assistance for its activities to member municipalities. 


Last year the requested amount from Epsom was $1202 based 
on the formuliar: 


1979 Per Capita Population for 1978 Request for 
Assessment x Rooms & Meals Tax =Commission Support 
$.60 2004 $1202. 


For the upcoming year of 1979, the Executive Committee of 
the Commission has adopted a per capita assessment rate of 
$.65. The 1979 request for assistance from Epsom will there- 
fore be $1420 based upon the following formula: 


1979 Per Capita Population for 1979 Request for 
Assessment x Rooms & Meals Tax =Commission Support 
$.65 2184 $1420 


As you have probably noted the request is some,$218 higher 
than last year due to a couple of factors. First the population of 
Epsom is higher than previous years and secondly the Commis- 
sion was forced to increase its assessment rate this year. It is 
worth noting that this is only the second increase that the 
Commission has ever been forced to make in the eight years 
of its existence. 


The major reason for the necessity of an increase lies in the fact 
that Federal and State monies have again been reduced to the 
point that without the aforementioned increase the Commission 
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would be forced to take a very hard look at some of its technical 
assistance programs and seriously consider curtailment of some 
of them. An action the Commission would not care to take. 


This past year the Commission has again hosted the legal semi- 
nars for local officials. Attendance was gratifying as usual. The 
Annual Meeting of the Commission this past year dealt with 
downtown revitalization while the Open House this past fall 
dealt with building codes in small rural communities. Both were 
well attended and well received. 


The Commission has provided technical assistance to the Plan- 
ning Board during the past year in the areas of zoning, growth 
controls, subdivision, flood insurance program regulation inter- 
pretation, large scale resource maps and RSA interpretation. 


As in the past, we are suggesting to all municipalities that the re- 
quested amount be placed as a budget item in either the Plan- 
ning Board’s or Selectmen’s account, rather than a separate 
Warrant Article. Many communities currently adhere to this 
practice and have found that it lessens both the length of the 
Warrant as well as that of the Town Meeting. 


Again we wish to stress that the continued success of the Com- 
mission and the utility of its activities to any member will de- 
pend on how it is used by that member. The technical staff of 
the Commission is always available and ready to assist Epsom in 
any possible manner and trusts that past activities have proven 
useful. 


The Commission appreciates the past support of the Town of 
Epsom.

I would like to commend the staff members for the efforts 
that they have made in the area of staff development and in-ser- 
vice training.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


During the past school year I have worked extremely hard 
to comply with the federal and state statute regarding special 
education, which went into effect in September. During the 
1978 - 1979 school year most of the special education students 
will be receiving their education in Epsom. In the past we have 
tuitioned the students out to the Easter Seals School in Man- 
chester and to the Hooksett School District. 


The Epsom School District is presently providing for 
twenty students who have been classified as having educational 
handicaps in the district. Two pre-school and two high school 
students are presently being provided for at schools outside 
the district. 


The State Department of Education has manadated that 
all school districts develop an accountability plan for their 
district by 1981, in the areas of Mathematics, Language Arts, 
United States History & Government and New Hampshire 
History & Government. I look forward to working with the staff 
and the staff members in Supervisory Union No. 53 in meet- 
ing this challenge. All the teachers have accepted committee 
assignments and I will be serving on the Supervisory Union No. 
53 Committee for Improved Student Results which will act as 
the steering committee for developing the timetable for the plan 
and monitoring of the sub-committee. 


The past year has brought greater communication between 
the citizens of the community and the school because of the 
efforts of the Citizens Advisory Council. A disipline philosophy 
has been developed, rules and regulations have been reviewed and 
clarified, new communication links have been opened, a Parent- 
Student handbook has been developed and constructive recom- 
mendations have been forwarded to the school board for consid- 
eration. 


The 1978-1979 school year has brought many challenges, 
the unknown costs of special education programs, an increase 
of 10% in the school population, lack of adequate space for 
school programs and an inflation rate factor that makes it diffi- 
cult to calculate expenses when planning for school programs and 
expenses. All this and the demands that have been placed on me 
and the staff in the areas of accountability, special education, 
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additional programs and every day needs of the school have 
created a challenge that can be met but which requires the co- 
operation of everyone in the community. 


I would like to thank the Citizens Advisory Council Mem- 
bers, the people who volunteered during the school year, the 
school staff and the Epsom School Board members. All these 
people working together is what makes your school district one 
you can be proud of.

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SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


To the Citizens of Epsom: 


The Epsom Central School attempts to provide a fine pro- 
gram for its elementary school children. Evidence that there is a 
strong emphasis on the basic skills of reading, language, and 
mathematics may be seen in the good achievement test results 
which show the children of Epsom doing as well or better than 
children throughout the nation. Those who have attended con- 
certs, science fairs, athletic events, or other activities sponsored 
by the School will agree that there are opportunities beyond the 
basics to enrich the lives of our children. It should also be noted 
that all the services provided by the Epsom Central School cost 
the citizens of this community less than in most other New 
Hampshire towns. We are near the bottom of the list in expendi- 
tures per pupil. 


We can be grateful to our enthusiastic and dedicated staff 
at the school who put in more time and effort than most people 
realize to provide quality education for our children. This year 
they have been working under difficult conditions with a school 
crowded by increased enrollment. Some classes are too large for 
effective instruction. Temporary classroom space has been rented 
for children with special needs. We are now required by Federal 
and State laws to make provision for these children who have a 
variety of handicaps. Facilities for assembly programs are limited. 
Library space is inadequate. The citizens of this community will 
be making a crucial decision at the School District Meeting 
whether to remedy these increasingly cramped and outmoded 
facilities. They will also have the opportunity to provide ade- 
quate space for community activities for which all available 
buildings are now too small. 


No school can be effective without the support of its 
community. Epsom has been fortunate to have many individuals 
and groups who have contributed substantially to the betterment 
of our school offerings. We should especially thank the Citizen’s 
Advisory Committee, Mrs. Warren Edmonds and committee for 
the Reading is Fundamental program, those who have done 
volunteer work at the school and the P.T.O. Many others not 
named here are deserving of our appreciation. 
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May I also express my appreciation to the citizens of 
Epsom for the opportunity to represent you in on the Epsom 
School Board. It has been a rewarding experience to work for a 
quality educational experience for the children of Epsom. Our 
investment in them is the best one we can make.
